Foreign, 

The strike is extending in the Lan- 
casbire, England, district, but ne fur- 
ther violence is reported. 

The Russian Government is negoti- 
ating with the Boston Iron Company 
for the manufacture of heavy ordnance. 

The Russian troops continued May 
22d the forward movement toward 
Belgrade forest, General Skobeloff, re- 
Osman, Baker, Mouktar and Fuad 
Pashas the Turk- 
ish lines and the detachments 
in front not to retire. 


A St. Petersburg correspondent 
says: We are still far from the cer- 


tainty of peace, though the general 
conviction and sentiment in favor 
thereof is powerful. Military prepara- 
tions are being pushed forward ener- 
getically. Even if war is avoided, it 
is thought these will be useful to help 
Russia's influence in the Congress. 

Her Majesty’s steamship Triumph, 
armor- plated, of 6,660 tons, and carry- 
ing fourteen guns, has sailed from 
Portsmouth for the Pacific Ocean to 
relieve the Shah, of 6,040 tons and 
twenty-six guns. 

Relations between Austria and Rou- 
mania have become closer. 


The popular vote in the Canton of 
Burich, of Switzerland, rejected the 
scheme for a supplementary grant to 
the St. Gothard Railway by a large 
majority. 

A conflict between Montenego and 
the Turks ‘is threatened. Prince 
Nicholas accuses the Turks of making 
preparations in Albania for attacking 
Montenegro. 


A dispatch from Bermuda states 
that the English ironclad Sirius left 
that port with sealed orders, supposed 


for the coast of Maine, to look after 
the movements of Russian vessels in 
that quarter. The British fleet at 
Bermuda, consisting of several quick- 
sailing gunboars, had also received 
orders to sail at once for Halifax. 


The proposed Voltaire Centennary 
is exciting considerable discussion in 
France. Cardinal Ghibert, Arch- 
bishop of Paris, has issued a pastorial 
denouncing it. Bishop Dupanloup 
has published a pamphlet against the 
celebration and Voltaire.

Suit Against the Censolidated Virginia 
Management for an Accounting. 


A complaint filed in the Twelfth 
District Court by John H. Burke 
against James. G Flood, John W. 
Mackay, James G. Fair, Soloman Hey- 
denfeldt, Charles H. Fish, George B. 
Wells, Edward Barron, Cornelius 
O Conner, Consolidated Virginia Min- 
ing company, Pacific mill and mining 
company, Virginia and Gold Hill 
Water company, and Nevada bank, of 
San Francisco, sets forth that the suit 
is brought by che plaintiff as a stock- 
holder of the Consolidated Virginia; 
that the defendants have through il 
legal contracts with one and another 
realized profits to the amount of $85,- 
684,338, which belongs to the stock- 
holders of the Consolidated Virginia 
company, from the following sources: 
By profits on milling, $3,285,270; by 
misappropriations of slimes and tail- 
ings, $20,000,000; by i dealings 
in mining ground, $10,469,068; by 
profits on wood and lumber, $1,000,- 
000; by profits on supply of water, 
$20,000; by dealing with Nevada 
bank, $700,000; by commissions on 
purchase of supplies, $200,000. The 
complaint avers that the Conselidated 
Virginia mining company have re- 
fused to commence suit for the recov- 
ery ot these sums, and that the 540,000 
shares comprising the capital steck of 
the company is owned by persons who 
are scattered throughout the world, so 
they can not join with plaintiff, but 
this includes all the other stockholders. 
In the prayer cf the complainant it is 
asked that Messrs. Fish, Heydenfeldt, 
Wells and O Conner be removed from 
the office of directors of the Consoli- 
dated Virginia company; that Messrs. 
Mackay, Fair, Flood, Wallace, Barron 
and W. S. O’Brien, deceased, account 
for the profits made by them as direc- 
tors of the Nevada bank and for all 
the capital stock illegally issued to 
them; that they restore 8 re- 
ceived by them as commissions on 
purchases made by the company and 
that each of the defendants, Mackay, 
Flood, Heydenfeldt, Fish, Wallace, 
Wells, Barron and O’Conner be ad- 
judged responsible for the wrongful 
acts of his contractors, or which by his 
negligence he enabled them to commit,
